The Am ors of other 
mations, when presenting their credentials, 
are received with rigid formality, have lunch 
at the castle, and make the journey back to 
London thé same afternoon, but the Queen 
invited Mr. and Mrs. Choate to dine and 
sleep in the castle, an entirely exceptional 
mark of favor. 

They had the royal equipages not only 
from Claridge’s Hotel to Paddington. An 
account of the stay at the castle from an 
authentic official source is as follows: 

“On their arrival at ‘Windsor Castle last 
evening Ambassador and Mrs. Choate were 
conducted to a splendid suite of rooms, and 
here they dressed for the reception by the 
Queen. The Ambassador wore an evening 
dress and Mrs. Choate was attired in a white 
and black satin court costume, with plumes. 
Lord Salisbury was in uniform and other 
court officials were in semi-state dress, mak- 
ing a brilliant show around the aged Queen, 
who sat on her throne, wearing a broad blue 
riband and a diamond star, the insignia of 
the Order of the Garter.

Death of Mrs. 8S. F. Scott, Who Made

Mrs. 8S. F. Scott died yesterday at 
Mrs. A. 
Warrington, 506 West Harrison street. Mrs. 
Scott.was.76.years old and was one of the 
earliest residents of Chieago. She came here 
in 1826. from York. She -was born in 
Watertown, N. Y.. Her maiden name was 
Sarah T. Barney. She came West in a 
prairie schooner? stopping first at Milwau- 
kee, but arriving a few weeks later in Chi- 
cago. She was married first to John Wright 
and has a son, John M: Wright, living. She 
was married to Willis Scott in 1845, and 
their residence had been in Chicago ever 
since. Mr. Scott died several years ago. 
He was known for his service in the early 
wars with the Indians and followed the cam- 
paign against Blackhawk through northern 
Illinois. The couple had lived a retired life 
for many years previous to the husband's 
death. Mr. and Mrs. Scott had one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. A. Warrington, at whose house 
Mrs. Scott died. The Scotts were one of the 
leading families in the early days of Chi- 
cago and ,were intimate friends of John 
Wentworth, the first Mayor of Chicago. Mrs.

TWO STEAMSHIPS ON FIRE 


OLD DOMINION AND MALLORY | 


LINERS’ NARROW ESCAPES. 


Chased About New York Harbor by 
Fleet of Tugs and Fireboats—James- 
town Races Nine Miles for the Docks 
—Leons Run Ashore Near Ellis Is- 
land—Record Breaking Passage of 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse—Disas- 
ters Along Atiantic Seaboard. 


New York, March 7.—[Spécial.]—Two 
ships on fire, a third bringing passengers 
from the disabled ship Pavonia, with stories 
of apathy on the part of the Captain, and a 
fourth, the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
breaking its own and the ocean record, made 
old ocean’s contribution to the day’s news 
generous and thrilling. 

With the merchant marine code flags 
“N, MB.,” flying from the top of its fore- 
mast the steel screw steamship Jamestowr, 
the crack vessel of the Old Dominion line, 
was sighted by the Sandy Hook observer at 
3:40 o'clock this afternoon, | 
“The two flags meant that the ship, which 


‘carried 112 souls, passengers and crew, and 


a miscellaneous cargo worth nearly a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, was on fire. The 
Jamestown was then under full speed and 
approaching the bar. 

Without delay the Marine Observer flashed 
the intelligence to the city. It was followed 
a few minutes later with information that 
as the Jamestown rounded the Hook there 
was no smoke or flames visible and that the 
steamships Bovic, Trave, and Havana, both 
inward and outward bound, were .in the 
vicinity of the Old Dominion liner and could 
render immediate assistance. 


Boats Go to the Rescue. 
The officials of the Old Dominion line im- 
mediately took steps to send the wrecking 
steamboat William Conley from quarantine 


‘to the aid of the passenger boat. It was also 


decided to send the fireboat New-Yorker 
down the bay to meet the burning ship. 

The Jamestown was plowing through the 
Water at a sixteen knot an hour rate. A 
stiff north wind was blowing. Captain Rich- 
ard B. Boaz’s idea was to run the boat as 
rapidly as possible abreast of the company’s 
pier on the North, River and land his pas- 
sengers. 

The hatch in which the fire had started is 
just at the foot of the foremast. When first 


‘Mate Crowley reported to Captain Bozz that | 


the liner was afire the latter instantly called | 


the crew to fire quarters. 

The hatch from which the automatic fire 
signal came was battened down and the 
ventilators were stuffed so as to shut off all 
draft. 

The Jamestown being a modern construct- 
ed steel hulled vessel each of its helds is 
constructed with yents through which, in 


case of fire, steam can be turned in. 


Through these vents the steam was turned 
into the forward between decks hold, and in 
addition the pumps poured a _ couple of 
streams of water. These steps certainly 
held the fire in check from 8 o'clock, when it 
lirst showed itself, until the boat passed 
quarantine an hour and thirty-three minutes 
later. 


’ Runs Full Speed for Dock. 

There the wrecking steamer. and the fire- 

boat were noticed by Captain. Boaz. But 
the Mner .was still under full headway and 
ing delays might prove dan- 
‘his “versel for the Old 
minion dock only nine miles away, Heasked 
the fireboats to follow. 
Captain Boaz judged matters right and at 
a few minutes after 9 o’clock, two hours 
after the outbreak of the flames, he ran his 
boat to the end of the Old Dominion line pier, 
the gangplank was run ashore, and the pas- 
sengers landed. | 

They said that they were a little scared 
when the fire was discovered off Long 
Branch. When, however, it became appar- 
ent that the crew were holding the outbreak 


‘in check and numerous vessels hove in sight 


after rounding Sandy Hook they realized 
that the danger was past. They all spoke 


highly: of Captain Boaz’s courage and the 


promptness of the crew. ‘ 


Fire Finally Conquered. 
The land firemen summoned to the dock 


put several streams into the hold, and the 


New-Yorker at the conclusion of its chase of 
the Jamestown joined in the fire fighting. 
The ship’s crew having prevented the 
flames from getting any great headway the 
firemen had only to flood the ship’s hold. 

The fire probably started in some bales of 
cotton. 
‘It was stated tonight that the loss by the 
fire on the steamer was $1,500. The James- 
town was practically uninjured. It is a 
fine schooner rigged vessel of nearly 3,000 
tons register, and was built at Chester, Pa., 
in 1804.: It is 342 feet over all, and 40 feet 
beam, and has three decks. 2 

The Jamestown had on. board on this trip 
a crew of fifty-three. The liner will be able 
to return to Norfolk on schedule time. 


| Mallory Liner on Fire. 

While the Jamestown was hurrying up 
the bay on fire the Mallory Line steamship 
Leona was lying on the Jersey flats ina 
badly damaged condition as a result of an 
all-night fire in the hold. 


_ The Leona left the dock at pier 23, East 


River, for Galveston shortly before 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon with six cabin passen- 
gers and a small number of steerage passen- 
gers. The vessel also carried a cargo of 
general merchandise, principally sugar. 

’ ‘The vessel proceeded down the bay with- 
out incident, and was just off quardntine 
when one of the seamen noticed smoke. In- 
vestigation revealed the fact that the cargo 
in the forward hold was smoldering. 

‘The Captain, not wishing to alarm his 
passengers, battened down the hatches and 
turned his vessel back to the dock. The 
steam force pumps were started and steam 
was forced into the burning cargo. 
vessel dropped anchor off Ellis Island. 

Meanwhile Mr. Charles Mallory had been 
notified, and he ordered several tugs to go 
down to the Leona and take off the passen- 
gers. . | 

This was done. The flames, despite the 
efforts of the crew, had made great head- 
way, and it was decided to send in a still 
alarm for the fireboat New Yorker. 


_ Flames Become 

The flames meanwhile had begun to burn 
through the hatches and ventilators. When 
the fireboat New Yorker arrived Captain 
Brayston decided that it would be safer to 
beach the vessel on the Jersey flats. This 
was accordingly done, The Leona proceed- 
ing to the flats under its own steam, ac- 
companied by the New Yorker and several 
tugs. 

The vessel struck the shoals with the stern 
toward Ellis Islend. The hatches were then 
unbattened, and great sheets of flame and 
clouds of smoke poured out of the openings. 
The New Yorker took up a position along- 
side and ran eight lines of hose aboard the 
burning veseel. 

Four streams of water were played down 
the ventilators, one into the chainlocker, 
and three into the cargo ports. Other tugs 
surrounded the vessel and poured streams 
of water into the open ports. The fire 
heated the decks of the vessel, and it seemed 
at one time as though it would gain a foot- 
hold on the upper works of the vessel. 

The fireboat men, after a hard struggle, 
however, succeeded in getting the flames 
under. control at 1:30 o'clock’ this morning.

The firemen said that the damage would not 
fall short of $10,000. On the night of May 
10, 1895, the Leona caught fire while on the 
way to New York. Ten passengers were 
burned to death. 3 
Kaiser Wilhelm Breaks Record. — 
A sea story of a pleasanter sort was the 
arrival today of the fast express steamer 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse from Bremen, 
Southampton, and Cherbourg, making a 
mort surprising record trip across the At- 
lantic, a distance of 3,148 knots in five days 
21 hours and 8 minutes at an average 
speed of 22.323 knots an hour. ° 
Leaving Cherbourg on March 1 at 6:10 p. 
m., the days’ runs were: 416, 457, 549, 556, 
556, and 524, arriving at the Sandy Hook 


| Lightship today at 10:18 a. m. 


This beats the best time of this fast ves- 
sel from Cherbourg, which was made on 
Dec. 20, 1898, in 5 days 22 hours and 20 
minutes. 

.The present trip was made in one hour 
and twelve minutes less time over a course 
which was longer. The run was also sur- 
prising from the fact that it was made in 
the month of March during winter weather, 
while the other great run was made in Sep- 
tember, which is considered to be the best 
tifhe to make record speed with the great 
transatlantic liners. 


Unexpected Snow-Storm. 

An eccentric snow-storm came today 
without warning and gave a setback to the 
hopes of an early spring in this vicinity. The 
storm did not havé all the strength of winter 
and died down before noon, when the snow 
turned to a fine drizzling rain and sleet and 
fell till 2 o’clock. : 

Then the storm strengthened again and 
snow fell once more and a shifting wind blew 
it about in clouds. Winter still had a grasp 
on the weather. aks 

The storm did not attain serious propor- 
tions and caused no delays to the suburban 
trains. Traffic in the city was not seriously 
interrupted, but the surface and elevated 
railway service was not up to the usual 
standard of efficiency. ? 

As soon as the snow began to fall the 
sweepers and scrapers were hurried out 
and the surface lines were kept fairly clear. 

Much of the snow melted as it fell, and 
the sidewalks were in a sloppy condition.

The United States transport Thomas, 
which started for Savannah at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, was ordered back on 
reaching Old Point, and returned to the 
harbor. 

The vessel blew a distress whistle during 
the night for assistance, as it was drasging 
its anchor. On account of the roughness of 
the water no tugs ventured to its assistance. 
The vessel ran into the shipyard pier and 
was somewhat damaged. 

The two-masted schooner J. P. Keagle isa 
wreck at the bottom of the river in the slip 
between the breakwater and the passenger 


pier. 


Quite a number of other sloops which put 
in the harbor for shelter are aground along 
the river front. 
Ice Schooner Stranded. 
Cape Henry, Va., March 7.—[Special.]— 
The three-masted schoonér Alfred Brabock, 
Captain Garland, from Booth Bay, for 
Charleston, S. C., ice-laden, stranded dur- 
ing a heavy gale and thick snow-storm at 
Gull Shoal life-saving station, N. C., twen- 
ty-five miles north of Hatteras. The crew 
of eight men were all saved by the life-sav- 
ing crew from Gull Shoal station by means 
of the breeches buoy and are now being 
taken care for at that station. The vessel 
and cargo probably are a total loss. 


Four Ships May Be Wrecked.. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 7.—[Special.]— 
Hope is almost abandoned in connection 
with four steamships bound from this side 
for Europe, the loss of which would involve 
the sacrifice of more than 100 lives and 
nearly a million dollars. 

The missing craft are the steamships Al- 
legheny and Minister Maybach, both tank- 
ers, and the British steamships Oberon and 
Picton, grain laden. 

It is the opinion of m&ny that these ves- 
sels may have struck the ice obstruction and 
foundered with all hands, as the weather 
that prevailed after they left this side was 
terrific. 

Storm Sweeps New England. 


storm which struck Boston at 6 o’clock this 
morning did considerable damage, both 
ashore and afloat, while it lasted. 

There were snow and rain in combination, 
accompanied by a high tide and a sixty-two- 
mile-an-hour wind from the northeast. 

The first marine victim of the gale was the 
lumber laden schooner Mopang, which was 
totally wrecked in Dorchester Bay.

GOV. TANNER APPROVES ACT AN- 
NULLING ALLEN LAW. 


Is Advised by Legal Experts That the 
Measure Does Not Affect the Front- 

gage Clause and Yields to Urgent Re- 
quests That He Attach His Signa- 
ture at Once—Executive Defines His 
Position and Says He Seriously Con- 
sidered a Veto of the Bill. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO 
pring field, March 7. 

Governor Tanner approved the bill repeal- 
ing the Allen law at 4:55 o’clock this after- 
noon. The bill was then lodged with the Sec- 
retary of State, in accordance with the con- 
stitution, and, having been passed by the 
Legislature with an emergency clause, went 
into effect instanter. 

Three attorneys of note gave opinions to 
the Governor to the effect that the repeal of 
the Allen law in no wise repealed or inter- 
fered with section 90 of the city and village 
act. The attorneys were John S. Stevens 

‘of Peoria, Isaac N. Phillips of Bloomington, 
and Attorney General Akin. : 

Messrs. Stevens and Phillips came here 
yesterday morning in obedience to the tele- 
grams sent by Governor Tanner. They were 
the Governor’s guests at the mansion, and 
worked on the question involved almost un- 
interruptedly from yesterday morning until 
this afternoon. Attorney General Akin was 
also requested to render an opinion, because 
he is the law officer of Illinois. 


Urged to Sign the Bill. 

The Governor received yesterday and today 
scores of telegrams from all over the State 
urging him to approve the bill at once. Many 
of them came from Chicago, but the Peoria 
people were exceedingly importunate, being 
evidently greatly exercised about the mat- 
ter in view of the Council meeting there 
tonight, at which it was feared a fifty years’ 
franchise would be granted. , 

The law on the subject of street railroads 
now stands practically as it did two years 
ago. Some talk is heard that after the Chi- 
cago election efforts will be made to secure 
some street car legislation. 


_ Governor Tanner Explains. 

_In speaking of the matter tonight, Gov- 
ernor Tanner said: 

** Before the passage of the Alling bill by 
the Senate, from my retreat at Hot Springs 
I appealed to my friends in the Senate to 
amend the bill on second reading so as to 
preserve the provision of the Allen law in 
relation to the consent of abutting property- 
|! gwners where franchises are sought upon 
streets. .My friends in the Senate wired 
me in reply that, after long consideration, 
they had concluded that my point was 
preserved in paragraph 90, section 1, article 
5, of the city and village act as amended 
in 1887. Upon that assurance I permitted 
the question to rest until my return to 
Springfield. 

“I then procured a copy of the bill—the

“While each of these gentlemen in the

| “If the opinion of the lawyers had sus- 


tained your first impression—that is, that 
the frontage clause of the city and village 
act would be wiped out, unless retained by 
express terms—would you have vetoed the 
Allen bill?’ was asked. 


Would Have Applied Veto. — 

“Unless completely satisfied on this 
point,” replied the Governor, * I would haye 
unhesitatingly vetoed the bill.’’ 

‘*Do you look for any further attempt at 
legislation on the subject of street railways 
at this session?’”’ 

“If there should prove to be a serious 
difference of opinion among lawyers as to 
the correctness of my conclusion,’’ the Gov- 
ernor replied, “‘I presume the Legislature 
will pass a supplemental bill reénacting 
the frontage clause in specific terms, so as 
to remove all doubt on the question.”’ 

Following is paragraph 90, section 1, arti- 
cle 5. of the city and village act which, the 
lawyers hold, is still in force and which pre- 
vented the veto of the Alling bill: 


The City Council or Board of Trustees shall 
have no power to grant the use of or the right 
to lay down any rallroad tfacks in any street 
of the city to any steam, dummy, electric. cable, 
horse, or other railroad company, whether the 
game shall be incorporated under any general 
or special law of the State. now or hereafter in 
force, except upon the petition of the owners of 
the. land. representing more than one-half 
of the frontage of the street. or so much thereof 
as is sought to be used for railroad purposes, 
and when the street or part thereof sought to 
be used shall be more than one mile in extent, no 
petition of landowners shall be valid unless the 


e shall be sighed by the owners of the 
vepresentiout more than one-half of the frontage 
ef each mile, and of the fraction of a mile if any 


initial] point named in such. petition, of such 
@treet,.or of the part thereof. sought to be used 


for railroad purposes.

TELL OF ATTEMPTED BRIBERY. 


Pennsylvania Legislative Investiga- 
. tion Committee Hears Some Start- 
ling Testimony at Harrisburg. 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 7.—A meeting of 
the committee to inquire mnté the charges 
of bribery in connection with the passage 
of the McCarrell jury bill in the House, was 
held this evening, and developed some ‘sen- 
sational testimony. 

Colonel George Nox McCain, staff corre- 
spondent at Harrisburg of the Philadelphia 
Press, said that Peter J. Criste, Represent- 
ative from Northumberland County, told 
him that he was approached by an indi- 
vidual and told that it would be worth $1,000 
to him to vote for the reconsideration of 
the bill. Subsequently he admitted to the 
that it was ex-Representative 
Thomas Moyles of Wilkesbarre, who said 
he wanted the bill to become a law, as it 
would help him out in a case in Luzerne 
County in which he was a defendant. 

John P. Dwyer, also of the Press, testified 
that Representative John Bngler of Lyco- 
ming County had told him that Michael J. 
Costello, a former resident of Williamsport, 
had escorted him to the Bolton House, Har- 
risburg, where ex-Senator. John J. Coyle of 
Schuylkill County told Engler that he un- 
derstood he was a Roman Catholic and asked 
him to vote for the bill because Archbishop 
Ryan wanted it to become a law. The wit- 
ness said Coyle told Engler he would pay 
him to vote for the bill and would give 
him at once. 

Coyle, according to the witness, said he 
used to do this when he was a member of the 
Legislature and that if Engler would vote 
for this bill he would “ put him in ” on sev- 
eral other bills, and he could make more on 
the outside than his salary as a, member of 
the Iivuse. Mr. Engler, the witness said, 
refused to accept the money and left Coyle. 

Engler waa called and corroborated 
Dwyer’s testimony. Criste then testified in 
substantial corroboration of McCain's state- 
ments. — 

Mr. Voorhees of the committee asked that 
the names of Messrs. Coyle, Costelld, and 
Moyles be called, and that they be given a 
chance to testify in their behalf, and Chair- 
man Fow replied these men would be given 
a chance if the matter was taken into the 
courts. .

SIMPSON ON CROKER’S PLOT. 


Declares the Gold Democrats Are Try- 


ing to Shelve Bryan—Urges 
Altgeld’s Cause. 


Ex-Congressman Jerry Simpson of Kan- 
sas declared last night in a speech before the 
Chicago Single Tax club at Willard Hall it 
was the talk In political circles in Washing- 
ton that the reélection of Mayor Harrison is 
part of a scheme of the gold Democrats cf 
the country to abandon Bryan and free 
silver. 

“While I am an outsider,’’ he said, “I 
want to say regarding your approaching 
municipal election there are many besides 
yourselves watching ‘the result with great 
interest. All over the country people have 
their eyes on Chicago, for we think we see 
here a scheme of the ‘ gold bug’ Democrats. 
It was freely talked of in Washington before

*“ He is said to be looking on Mayor Har- 
rison. as an available inetrument in his plan, 
and has cunningly set the Presidential bee 
buzzing in his bonnet.

Seven Hundred Men Quit Work and 
the Entire Construction Force 
Is Then Laid Off. 


Skaguay, March 2, via Victoria, B. C., 
March 7.—Seven hundred of the 1,400 labor- 
ers employed on the construction work of 
the White Pass-Yukon road are on a strike 
as the result of a reduction of wages from 
35 to 80 cents an hour and an increase in 
work to ten hours a day. After the men 
struck all others were laid off for a few 
days. The men are coming to Skaguay and 
are orderly. No violence is anticipated. A 
refugee camp will be formed for them here, 
as there are but few hotel accommodations, 
All the men seem to have money. 

A destructive fire in Dyea last night de- 
stroyed the Palace and Northern Hotels, 
the Chilcoot tram stables, the Senate saloon, 
and the courthouse. The loss is $12,000, 
There was no fire apparatus. 


TELEGRAPH LINE TO DAWSON. 


Canadian Government Decides to Ex- 
tend Wires to the Northern 
¢ Gold Region. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 7.—[Special.]—The 
government has. decided to construct.a tele- 
graph line to the Klondike territory. The 
plan is to build a line between Lake Ben- 
nett and Dawson City at once. At the same 
time surveyors will leave to examine the 
country northward from Quesnelle, B. C., 
which is the terminus of the present gov- 
ernment system, and see how to connect 
with the line to Dawson. The government 
will retain the line in its own possession, 
having decided that it is too valuable and 
too important from the standpoint of the 
national safety to be allowed to go into any 
other hands.

| HAYWARD TOBE SENATOR 


DEADLOCK IN NEBRASKA IS BROKEN 


Republicans Meet in Caucus and Nom- 
: inate the Man Who Was Defeated 
for Governor Last Fall—John L. 
Webster Withdraws in His Fayor— 
Will Be Blected on the Forty-third 
Ballot Today—Old Rosewater Fight 
Cuts a Figure—Plan for Editor Fails 


Lineoln, Neb.,. March 7.—[{Special.]—Judge 
M. LL. Hayward of Nebraska City was to- 
night given the Republican caucus nomina- 
tion far Senator tosucceed W. V. Allen. The 
nomination came after an animatéd scene 
in caucus and was made unanimous. 

When Judge Hayward is tomorrow de- 
clared elected formally by the Legislature it 
will be on the forty~third regular ballot of 
the.joint session, the longest deadlock ever 
held in the State. During that time Judge 
Hayward has been from forty to forty-five 
votes from the Republican majority, but 
was never able to reach the proper num- 
ber until the caucus tonight gave him the 
full strength of the party. 

For ten days the Republicans have been 
in nightly caucus, and tonight's election 
came rather in the nature of a surprise; 
many of the leaders urging Judge Hayward 
to withdraw from the race, as‘his strongest 
political opponent, D. E. Thompson, did last 
week. It is commonly asserted that Judge 
Hayward had declared that if the caucus 
did not name him tonight he would publicly 
withdraw from the race tomorrow and re- 
lease his followers.

The election of Hayward came as a great 


choice... 


ward’s success is really another chapter of 
an old political feud that had its origin in 
Omaha many years ago between Edward 
Rosewater, editor of the Bee, and John L. 
Webster, a lawyer of Omaha. They have 
long been political enemies. When Webster 
announced his Senatorial candidacy last fall 
Rosewater began to fight him in his home 
ward, and threw a damper on Webster's 
prospects by defeating the would-be Sena- 
tor in his ward. HoweVer, Webster rallied 
and got the delegation from Omaha instruct- 
ed for him. These were the only votes he 
received. 

When it appeared that the deadlock was 
about to be permanent Rosewater's friends 
insisted that he should become a dark horse 
candidate, and he has been here working 
along that lineever since. It is common talk 
that Mr. Rosewater had the pledges of 
nearly all the delegates as second choice. 
Yesterday the ‘members of the Douglas 
County convention, which instructed the 
Omaha delegates to vote for Webster, signed 
a petition generally to the same members 
to change their votes to ‘Rosewater, since it 
was clear that Webster could not be elected. 
As it was said Hayward would withdraw 
tomorrow, it was clear that Webster's old 
enemy would have been elected tomorrow 
night, and Webster’s sudden withdrawal 
tonight elected Hayward and defeated his 
old political enemy. 

This is the first office to which Judge L. 
M. Hayward was ever elected in the State 
or elsewhere with the exception of being a 
delegate to the State convention in 1876. 


Hayward Born in 1840. 

He was born in Essex County, N. Y., Dec. 
22, 1840. He enlisted in Company I, Twenty- 
second New' York Infantry, at the outbreak 
of the war, and was transferred to the Fifth 
Cavalry iater; and mustered out of the serv- 
ice in 182. : 

He graduated at Fort Edward Collegiate 
Institute of New York, and removed to 
Whitewater, Wis., with his father-in 1855, 
whete he studied law and was admitted to 
the bar. He came to Nebraska in 1866 and 
located at Nebraska City, where he has since 
resided. 

Mr. Hayward is wealthy, owning one of 
the handsomest residences in the State, and 
many fine farms stocked with cattle. He has 
devoted his attention to law and specula- 
tions, and has given some attention to poli- 
tics in a general way. 

In 1886 he was appointed District Judge to 
fill an unexpired term, and that is the only 
political office he has ever held. 

,Last fall Judge Hayward was the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor. He was 
defeated by Poynter by less than 3,000 ma- 
jority. It was the sympathy he claimed as 
the defeated standard-bearer of the party 
that gained him the strength he early dem- 
onstrated in the contest. There is no doubt 
that he was the choice of the rural dis- 
tricts all the time, and it has been said 
many times® since the fight started that if 
Hayward had been anything of a politician 
he would have been elected long ago. 


Not a Political Manager. 
But Hayward is anything but a political 
manager, and though a genial fellow he has 
none of the traits that go to make the poll- 
tician: In fact, this absence of tact started 
one of the bitterest fights the party has ever 
witnessed between him and D. E. Thompson, 
the Lincoln man who made such a warm race 
for the position. Thompson and Hayward 
have been opponentssince the contest opened 
as a result of stories said to be carried by 
their followers concerning the expressed 
opinions of one for the other. Thompson 
drew off last week in the hope of promoting 
a deal that would defeat Hayward. 
M. L. Hayward was an uncompre 

gold standard man during the heated figni 
of two years ago, and has been a member of 
the Republican party all his life. Like Sen- 
ator Allen, Hayward is a powerful man 
physically, and, though probably not pos- 
sessing the endurance of the retiring Sen- 
ator, his address is the equal of the big Pop- 
ulist leader whose place he is to fill.

PLANS FOR NEW BATTLESHIPS. 


To Be the Largest Vessels in the Amer- 
ican Navy—Must Await Fur- 
| ther Legislation. 


> 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—The plans for 
the three big battleships authorized by the 
naval appropriation bill just passed are 
being worked out. The battleships will be 
1,000 tons larger than the Maine class, of a 
total displacement of 13,500 tons, making 
them the largest ships in the American navy 
and about equal in dimensions to the best 
type of battleships now being constructed 
abroad under the new practice. 

The eight-inch guns of the Oregon type 
have been abandoned. The new ps will 
have sixteen guns of six-inch caliber, all 
rapid firers, and twenty six-pounders. 

The speed of the ships will be eighteen 
knots. The battleships will have one belt 
of armor seven feet six inches broad run- 
ning’ around the water line, three feet six 


inchés above and four feet below. 


The six cruisers of the unarmored type 
provided for can be built, and Chief Con- 
structor Hichborn has already been work- 
ing out the designs on lines approved by the 
board of bureau chiefs. They will be 


fully coppered, enabling them to keep the 
seas even in tropical waters for many 
months without being under the necessity 
of seeking a dry dock. The battery will be 
made up of six five-inch guns for each ship.

In 
this letter the clergyman refers to the mar- 
riage and marriage certificate. 

Mrs. Cody then told of her interview with 
Mrs. Mary Hoyle of Rouse’s Point, who testi- 
fled yesterday. The defendant's report of 
her conversatich with Mrs. Hoyle agreed in 
the main with the latter’s account. Mrs. 
Cody answered Mrs. Hoyle’s damaging testi- 
mony as follows: ‘‘ Mrs. Hoyle,” said she, 
*“*then placed her hands over her heart and 
said: ‘But I have information here which I 
shall not divulge until I am paid forit. It 
will make my fortune for me.’ ’’ 

A letter was produced by the prosecttion, 
written by Mrs. Cody to John Edford; son 
of Mrs. Edford, formerly Mary Ann Shields, 
who made affidavit that she was witness to 
the Gould-Angell marriage. In this the 
writer asked him to take care that his mother 
was ready to give her testimony for Mrs. 
Cody’s sidé. It ended as follows: 

“Remember, John, that I handle the 
moneéy,’’ and ‘‘ John, burn this letter.” 

“ What money did you mean?” was asked. 

“I meant the money which Mrs. Angell 
would receive if she proved her dower 
rights.’’

Austin Bidwell and his brother, George 
Bidwell, came here about two weeks ago.

By means of forged securities in 1873 the 
Bidwells got $5,000,000 from the Bank of 
England, after victimizing other banks in 
Europe by means of forged letters of credit.

“Another point is that the fares there 
gre not as large as they are here. London- 
ers are accustomed to two-cent fares, and 
they do not ride unless they have a g00d 
distance to go. Pedestrianism is much too 
popular in England to suit an American 
gtreet car man. 

“The profit for an American lies in con- 
structing the lines and selling them, ready 
for operation, to an English company.” |

‘“ We have served upon the District Attor- 
ney,” said Mr. Weeks, Molineux’s attorney, 
“a motion for the inspection of the grand 
jury minutes. The verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury failed to charge any criminal intent 
against the defendant, simply finding that 
certain poison had been administered by 
Marry 8S. Cornish, to whom the poison had 
been sent by Roland B. Molineux. A warrant 
was issued_by the Coroner upon that mean- 
ingless verdict. 

“I call this entire proceeding before the 
Coroner a farce and travesty upon justice.’’. 

Mr, Weeks continued: 

“This defendant has an old father: a man 
who fought for his country and who bears 
the scars of battle. He is possibly upon the 
road that leads to the valley of death. No 
opportunity has been given this defendant 
to produce his father’s testimony.”’ 

While this speech was being made young 
Molineux shed tears. Referring to the speci- 
mens of Molineux’s writing, Mr. Weeks said 
the Buthorities compelled him to write be- 
fore the experts. They compelled him to 
write a certain way. 

‘This is not so,’’ Colonel Gardiner inter- 
rupted.

music of Beethoven. Mr. Sauer read the 
Bach Prelude and Fugue broadly and with 
a dignity and masterfulness that caused one 
to expect an equally satisfactory revealment 
of the contents of the sonata. But in the 
latter the pianist’s strongest characteristics 
and greatest shortcomings stood glaringly 
revealed, A fondness for striking, dynamic 
contrasts, a tendency to hurry the tempo in 
one place and suddenly retard it in another, 
these are qualities carried to excess in his 
playing, and they resulted in a performance 
of the sonata feverish and erratic through- 
out, devoid of all broad lines, and lacking in 
repose, dignity, and sincerity. The first 
movement was hurried beyond all reason, 
and the rondo was made merely a vehicle 
for display, such poetic beauty as it contains 
being entirely overlooked. 

The Chopin Nocturne and the Mendels- 
sohn-Liszt song revealed the player's inabil- 
ity to win a singing tone from his instrument. 
His tone ts clear, brilliant, of pleasing quali- 
ty, and is not hard, but it is always audibly 
the product of a hammer hitting a wire. 
The subtle art of seeming to caress a tone 
from the piano, and to let such tone melt into 
another of the same kind is an art Sauer has 
not yet mastered. For this reason cantabile 
passages of necessity must be hastened in 
tempo, otherwise ‘“‘gaps”’ between notes 


hastening repose and true breadth are ab- 
sent from his work. | 

Brilliant compositions he plays in telling 
manner, for he is equipped with a technic 
equal to any demand made on it, and where 
no great depth of emotion is required he 
satisfies and entertains, but the genuinely 
poetic, the tragic, and even the tender and 
joyous he cannot or at least does not suc- 
cessfully interpret. :

GRAU CANCELS HIS DEBTS. 


Reliquishes $60,000 of Opera Profits 
in Settlement of Old Abbey, Schoef- 
fel & Grau Obligations. 


New York, March 7.—Maurice Grau 
will pay all his profits of fhe last opera 
season to creditors of Abbey, Schoeffel & 
Grau, in final settiement of his share of the 
company debdt. 

Mr. Grau's profits from the opera season 
amount to about $60,000, all of which he will 
relinquish. 

When the Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau firm 
failed in,1898 the debts amounted to nearly 
$360,000. By a reorganization of the com- 
pany and a reissue of stock the debts were 
reduced to about $220,000. Shortly after 
Mr. Abbey died, and near the end of the 1896 
season the new company was dissolved, 

Mr. Schoeffel wiped out his obligations by 
proceedings in bankruptcy. leaving Mr. 


| Grau the entire burden of the old company 


debt. 

Instead of resorting to bankruptcy, Mr. 
Grau called his creditors together, about 
180 in all, and said his third of the debt was 
about $73,000. He had about $60,000, and if 
they would accept the latter sum he would 
pay it over to them. The bargain was 
made, and now onty the formalities remain 
to be concluded. 


HERSCHELL’S BODY ON TALBOT 


His Remains Taken from Washington 
to New York for Shipment to 
Great Britain. 


New York, March 7.—The body of Lord 
Herschell, accompanied by C. W. Cart- 
wright, Secretary to the Canadian commis- 
sion, and H. Williamson, private secretary, 
arrived in Jersey City this morning from 
Washington. The British cruiser Talbot, 
ordered here from Bermuda to carry the 
body home, was anchored off Bedloe’s Is- 
land, to receive it. : 

Lord Herschetl’s body was received at the 


Jersey City station by Commodore John 


Philip, Lieutenant Lane, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Kelley, and an escort of fifty ma- 
rines from the Brooklyn navy yard. When 
the special train arrived, twenty-five British 
sailors, wearing straw hats and thin blouses, . 
were drawn up on the station platform. 

A heavy mahogany box, marked “ Farrer 
Baron Herschell, Liverpool, Eng.,”’ contain- 
ing the coffin, was placed on a baggage truck 
and covered with a lara@e British fag. The 
United States marines, as the body was 
wheeled past, presented arms, and the drum- 
mer sounded four ruffles, the highest honor. 
At the station entrance the procession was 
formed, with the marines in the lead, and the 
drum was sounded as it moved towards the 
pier. «The casket was carried by eight 
British sailors; then came the party of offi- 
cials, and, last, the remaining sailors. 

At the tug Narkeeta, Commodore Philip 
and the other American officials took their 
leave. The marines, with Lieutenant Lane 
in command, accompanied the remains down 
the bay to the Talbot. 

Captain Gamble, in command of the Tal- 
bot, said that the cruiser would sall as soon 
as possible. 


UNITED BRETHREN DECISION. 


Liberal Section of the Church Gains a 
Suit Involving a Large Amount 
of Property. 


Cincinnati, O., March 7,—The United States 
Court of Appeals today rendered a decision 
involving the title to a lerge publishing 
house at Dayton, numerous colleges, and 
thousands of churches held in the name of 
the Church of the United Brethren in Crist. 
The case grew out of a division in this 
church many years ago, since which time 
one division has been known as the liberals 
and the others as the radicals. The decision 
rendered by Judge Lurton was from a unani- 
mous court, and it sustained Judge Taft in 
giving the property to the liberals, as against 
the redicals. This decision from the Federal 
Court is tn accord with similar decisions that 
have been rendered by the Supreme Courts 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Llinois, Ore- 
gon, and Missouri. :

Some 
ministers of the church who were inter- 
viewed did fot believe there was anything in 
the Rev. Mr. Cadman’s remarks to conilict 
with the Methodist chureh discipline. 


Bishop Merrill Talks. 


“Tt is not the first time such statements 


have been made by a Methodist minister,” 
Bishop Merrill said, “‘ and I do not believe 
it will attract much attention in the church. 
The Methodist discipline declares a belief in 


the authority of the Bible, but says nothing 


about the infallibility of it. Where the Bible 


quotes the devil or some other rascal it takes 


the quotation as the devil's, and not as an as- 


sertion of the Bible. 


The Methodist creed 


is a liberal one; anyway. : 

‘‘ The Rev. Mr. Cadman is a young man and 
one whose utterance on such subjects is not 
likely to be taken seriously. He is an Eng- 
lishman, and has been doing mission work 
in New York City since his arrival in Amer- 
ica.

of the ground that they were no longer possi- 


ble of belief among reasoning men. 


“ Certainly not,” he said. “ Such an inter- 
pretation of my address distorts its real 


meaning. 


“The Bible never claims to be utterly in- 
errant. It admits revelation th ough con- 
science in man and creation outsifle of man.” 

Referring to the rock-ribbed literal be- 
lievers who might criticise his utterances 
as unorthodox and contrary to the teachings 
the founder of Methodism, he 


~ “ There are some people who would Insist 


on calling an archangel poultry because he 


has wings.”’ 


Speaking of the Bible, he said: “I never 
knew a dead book to be a source of author- 


ity.” 


Asked on what authority he based the ex- 
istence of Jesus Christ, he said: 

“Jesus Christ is just as much a matter of 
history as the battle of Waterloo or George 


Washington.”’ 


Bishop Andrews was seen later and asked 
if the address had created any ill feeling 
among the ministers who held strictly to the 


teachings of Wesley. 


“I think not,”’ he said. ‘‘ Of coursé, there 
is a diversity of opinion in such matters. I 
did not regard the address as an attack on 


the Bible.”’

Sim WALTER BESANT says it is current 
gossip in London literary circles that Kip- 
‘ling will be elevated to the peerage Jan. 1, 
1900. Should Kipling’s name be included 
in the next New Year’s list of honors, it 
would be a suitable amende honorable for 
the mistake made when Alfred the Little 
was chosen to succeed Alfred the Great as 
Engiand’s poet laureate. 


D. HERRON, in his 
lecture Monday at Central Music Hall, re- 
marked that he watched with great inter- 
est ** the people hanging to the street cars of 
Chicago during busy hours, hanging on 
straps, and guards, and fenders, and on 
everything except the trolley.””

race.” This international and imperial act 
of courtesy will do much to bring about a 
kindlier feeling toward Emperor William in 
England and in America, and, incidentally, 
will call attention to the racial relationship 
and brotherhood of three of the greatest 
nations of modern times. 


Tum, Filipinos, armed with Mausers and 
supplied with smokeless powder, have an 
advantage over American troops, using the 
Springfield rifle, and can take “‘ pot-shots”’ 
with impunity. The only way to overcome 
that disadvantage is for the American 
army to force the fighting, attacking where- 
ever there are any armed Filipinos before 
them. Valor and discipline are even bet- 
ter than improved modern firearms, but 
it is not a little humiliating that the slow- 
hess of this government to avail itself of

CENSUS BUREAU APPOINTMENTS. 

The Senate was willing that the clerks 
who are to be employed in the Census 
bureau should form part of the classified 
civil service. The House was not. Rep- 
resentatives saw a chance to get places 
for a few constituents and thus make 
a few new friends or gratify some old 
ones. The House was set in its ways. 
and the Senate yielded. The result is 
that the Congressmen are being filled with 
*the fruits of their unrighteousness. Every 
one of them has from one to one hundred 
applications for a place in the Census 
bureau. The number will: increase when 
it becomes more generally known that 
there is no merit system in the way. All 
the applicants who are unsuccessful, and 


ninety-nine out of every hundred will be, | 


will be convinced that they did not euc- 
ceed because their Congressmen did not 
‘work hard enough for them. So the Rep- 
resentative or Senator who manages to 
please one man by get a place for 
him will make at least -nine enemies. 
Patronage is a good thing when there are 
nO more offices than there are men who 
wantthem. When the contrary is the case 
it is much better to have no spoils to dis- 
tribute. 
The determigation to exempt the Census 
bureau from the operation of the civil 
service law is as bad for the head of that 
bureau as for the Congressmen. The 
director of the census ought to be able 
to devote his entire time to making pians 
for the important work to be done next 
year. He will be compelied to give up most 
of his time to the office-beggars and their 
friends. He will have to adjudicate the 
claims of rival Senators and Representa- 
tives and will probably manage to displease 
them all. How can he feed the muititude 
whee he has so few loaves and fishes to 
do it? The duties which the head of the 
_ gureau ought to attend to will devolve on 
gtubordinates. The Washington dispatches 
state that ex-Governor Merriam, who has 
been appointed director, will look after the 
political affairs of the bureau, while the 
Rev. F. H. Wines, who has been made as- 
sistant director, wil) look after the legiti- 
mate work of the bureau. That is a 
curious arrangement, but probably it will 
come out all right. Mr. Wines hase had 
‘much experience in census work, Ex- 
Governor Merriam has had absolutely none.

z. BR. CARTER FOR MAYOR. 
The Republican city convention which 
met yesterday morning put in nomination 
the following ticket: 


Mayor—Zina R. Carter. 

City Treasu~*r—Emi!l Schaefer. 

City Attorney—Thomas H. Cannon. 
City Clerk—Charles Pierson. 


‘ The candidate for the Mayoralty is no 
anknown quantity in business or in political 
circles. He has long been prominent in 
the grain trade and his standing on change 
was such that he was elected President 
of the Board of Trade. That might excite 
prejudice against him were he asking for 
the votes of farmers. It cannot injure 
him with a city constituency. He served ac- 
ceptably for a year as Alderman from the 
Tenth Ward. The experience he got while 
in the Council will be of value to him 
when he becomes Mayor. He will not 
enter the office as ignorant of municipal 
affairs as some of his predecessors. Mr. 
Carter left the Council to become a drain- 
age trustee. He has been one of the work- 
ing members of the board. This is Mr. 
Carter’s record. It is not surprising, 


named in connection with the nomination 
he should have been chosen. 

Mr. Carter stated yesterday to the con- 
vention what his policy will be if elected. 
First and foremost, he will enforce the 
civil service law rigidly. The present 
Mayor has done the reverse and will do 
no better if reélected. Therefore the votes 
of all men who believe in the merit system 
and are convinced that it is the corner- 
stone of an efficient and honest adminis- 
tration of municipal affairs will support 
the Republican candidate. He pledges 
himself to manage the city’s affairs in a 
business-like way and to keep the streets, 
whose filthy state has been an eye-sore 
for years, in better condition. Pledges of 
this kind have been made in the past by 
other candidates and have been broken, 
but Mr. Carter’s record of faithful serv- 
ices and of promises kept is a guarantee 
that he will live up to the promises he makes 
now. 

The platform adopted by the convention 
is in full accord with the expressed views 
of the candidate. That platform, after in- 
dorsing President McKinley and expan- 
sion, upholds the merit system in the 
strongest terms and~demands the strict 
enforcement of the civil service law. It 
declares, as Mr. Carter has done, that 
grants to traction companies should not 
be for more than twenty years and that 
the city ‘should receive full compensation. 
Lower fares are also insisted on when 
franchise extensions are granted. The 
shameful condition of the streets, the 
demoralization of the police force, and 
the illegal Tammany methods of the pres- 
ent city administration are denounced in 
forcible language. 

The candidates for the minor places on 
the ticket are not as well known to the 
general public as Mr. Carter is. Those 
who do.know them vouch for their com- 
petency and trustworthiness. The con- 
test, however, is over the Mayoralty and 
not over these minor offices. Whoever is 
City Treasurer has to give a bond which 
will protect the city against loss, but with 
a bad Mayor the city government is de- 
moralized from top to bottom. There is 
no good init. the voters will devote 
their attention to the Mayoralty candi- 
dates, of whom there will be three—Carter, 
Altgeld, and Harrison. 

Those voters whose simple creed is “16 
to 1,” the Anarchists, the believers in 
“free riot,” and the cranks will support 
Altgeld. The “regular” Democrats will 
be likely to vote for Harrison, for he will 
be the regular nominee. Burke and the 
other officeholders will proclaim that to 
bolt him will be treason, But Mr. Carter 
should receive the solid Republican vote 
and the votes of all men who do not 
feel bound by party ties at municipal elec- 
tions. Mr. Carter has been faithful and 
efficient wherever he has had a public 
trust to execute. That is an assurance that 


he will be a good Mayor. The.shortcom- 


ings of the Harrison administration make 
it plain that he cannot become a good 
Mayor. The more the voters ‘study the 
merits of the candidates, the more in- 
clined they will be to support the Re- 
publican nominee. 


: The Governor has at last 
GOVERNOR’ signed the repeal of the 
TANNER Siens Allen bill and that infamous 
THE ALLEN piece of legislation is now 
Law REPEAL wiped out. After taking 
BI. competent legal advice upon 
the point of preserving the 
provision of the Allen law in relation to the 
consent of abutting property-owners when 
franchises are sought upon streets the Gov- 
ernor was satisfied that his point was pre- 
served on the city and village act as amended 
in 1887, as has already been stated in Tue 
TRIBUNE, and thereupon promptly signed 
the repeal bill, which was otherwise satis- 
factory to him. When asked if he looked 
for any further attempt at. legislation on 
street railways this session he replied that 
if there should be any serious difference of 
opinion among lawyers as to the correctness 
of his conclusion he presumed the Legisla- 
ture would pass a supplemental bill re- 
wenacting the frontage clause. There wil! 
be no difference of opinion among the law- 
yers. The Governor is correct in his con- 
clusions and the Allen law is dead. The 
Governor's action comes in time to save 
Peoria also. 


METHODISTS AND THE BIBLE. 

When the Rey. S. P. Cadman of New 
York declares that the inerrancy and in- 
fallibility of the Bible are no longer pos- 
sible of belief among reasoning men, he 
says nothing that will startle the educated 
Methodist preacher or layman of the pres- 
ent day. But if he goes to the logical con- 
clusion of this line of thought and rejects 
the authenticity of all parts of the holy 
scripture which are repugnant to human 
reason, then he may well create alarm 
throughout his denomination, for this is 
exactly Ingersoll’s platform. 

The time is long past when the Methodist 
ministry has held to the verbal infallibility 
of the scriptures. The multitude of vari- 
orum readings in the original manuscripts 
and the numerous discrepancies in the King 
James version itself have long since forced 
the admission that there were probably 
some human errors of transcription and 
translation in the Bible. To meet this 
change of belief the old dogma that the 
Bible is the word of God was changed to 
the dogma that the Bible “contains the 
word of God.” This is the position of all 
the leading ‘Methodist theologians today, 
and Mr. Cadman has merely restated in 
somewhat more positive terms what all 
thinking Methodists have long tacitly ad- 
mitted. 

The real significance of this utterance, 
which has met the approval of the Method- 
ist preachers of New York, is not im its 


| admission but im its tread. Luther led the 


therefore, that out of the many good men {| 


way to the abandonment of the belief in 
church infallibility and based his faith on 
the infallibility of the Bible. In the last 
fifty years the Protestant Church has'grad- 
vallf abandoned biblical infallibility and 
insisted only on the divinity of Christ and 
the general and not verbal inspiration of 
the scriptures. The so-called higher critics 
of the present day mark the vanguard of 
this movement, and nothing is more cer- 
tain than that the movement has not yet 
reached a stopping place. 

The Methodists and all the other orthodox 
Protestant churches are at present going 
through an important period. They are re- 
examining and restating the substance and 
grounds of the belief that is in them, are 
making a clearer distinction between the 
letter and the spirit, and are feeling after 
the foundations that lie deeper than any 
creed. As a recent writer says, they are 
discovering that creeds are “ old clothes” 
—the costumes in which. succeeding ages 
dress their faith, and that— 

: While the substances survive, 
All the forms are fugitive. 

Nobody need be alarmed if Mr. Cadman’s 
utterance creates a hubbub among the con- 
servatives, or if it appears to shake the 
pillars and superstructure of Methodism. 
The foundations of that church are too 
deep and solid to receive any harm from 
rational thinking as applied to all the doc- 
trines of Christianity. Do¢trines may and 
must change, but the spirit of love toward 
fellow-men is eternal.

_ DOWN WITH THE TRUSTS. 
Bishop Fallows preached a sermon re- 
cently in which he stated that— 


The lesson of limitation must be learned by the 
men who are illegitimately, although ostensibly 
within the law, forming trusts and combinations 
to restrict production, enslave labor. crush. out 
needed competition, increase hiiman suffering, and 
sacrifice .human lives. The time has come for 
them to know that the people are sovereign and 
not a selfish clique of insolent, wealthy oligarchs. 
Their right to combine is derived from the people. 
The right to control them forever rests. with the 
people. Legislators, Judges, executives are but 
the servants of the people. | , 


The time certainly has come ‘for the peo- 
| ple to assert themselves and crush out the 
countless combinations formed to plunder 
them. The organization of “ combines ” is 
the rage of the hours In one issue of Tug 
Tkisune last week mention was made 
of new consolidation enterprises with a 
total capitalization of 200 million dollars, 
There is hardly any line of business which 
ah. effort is not being made to control 
through the machinery of a trust. Even 
the manufacturers of woolens, tempted per- 
haps by the high tariff which protects them, 
are beginning to combine. The consumers 
will have to pay tribute to the monopolists 
on their food, their clothing, and all their 
utensils and implements unless the forma-~ 
tion of trusts is stopped. | 
Some of the combines which are being 
organized at this time may be called “ pro- 
moters’ trusts.’ Ingenious speculators see 
in the consolidation of existing concerns a 
chance to earn money for themselves. They 
“engineer the deal.” They get their pay 
in a block of the stock of the new concern, 
They sell that stock for what it will fetch 
after having fed green investors with glow- 
ing accounts of its earning powers. In 
many cases these promoters do not expect 
the overcapitalized concerns for whose ex- 
istence they are responsible to last long. 
All they ask is that thuse concerns last 
long enough to enable them to get out from 
under. | 
There are other trusts, however, which 
| the organizers intend shall be permanent. 
Those trusts are not gotten up so much for 
the purpose of selling stock to simpletons 
as to establish industrial monopolies to 
exploit the consumers of the country. The 
print paper trust, for instance, has a prac- 
tical monopoly of the production of that 
article in the United States. The only 
limitation on its power to fix prices is found 
in the tariff law. If it raises its price so 
high that foreign-made paper can pay the 


and not till then, does the trust meet with 
competition. So it puts its price just be- 
low the point where importations would 
begin and gouges the public, which should 
be able to get redress in the courts and in 
Congress, but cannot get it in either. 
This game of raising prices beyond all 
reasonable bounds in order that the men. 
who monopolize the production of a given 
commodity may make large profits speedily 
is not one that can be played indefinitely. 
The inevitable effect of extortionate prices 
is reduced consumption. The monopolists 


ing. Having become accustomed to large 
profits, and not wishing to. surrender 
them, they raise prices still more, deter- 
mined that the decreased consumption shal! 
pay them the old dividends. Then foreign 
goods begin coming in. The consumption 
of the goods made by the trusts continues 
to decrease. : 
Then the monopolists, unwilling to pile 
up stocks of goods they cannot dispose of, 
discharge tens of thousands of workmen. 
They close mills and factories. They 
threaten to discharge more men unless 
those men will accept lower wages. ‘They, 
seeing how much money their employers 
have been making, quite naturally refuse 
to take less. Then there are strikes and 
lockouts, with lessened employment for 
labor; hard times will come, which may 
develop into a panic, with shipments of 
gold abroad and runs on the banks. The 
men who contracted debts during the flush 
times will find it difficult to pay them in 
hard times and will agitate for “ cheap 
money” to pay them with. 
Many of the stockholders in these trust: 
enterprises who remain with them till the 
smash comes will lose all they have made.

Boston's that is instructive to Chi- 
ScHOOL cago in connection with the 
CrRIs!Is. recent and unfinished con-

Prior to 1888, at least for 
many years, the School board of Boston was

@OUR POLICY IN CHINA. 

Italy’s seizure of San Mun Bay is having 
a marked effect in crystallizing the Chinese 
situation. For Americans the most sig- 
nificant fact is that it has compelled Presi- 
dent McKinley to take a stand on the ques- 
tion of the partition of Chiha. Italy sent 
a note to each of the great powers, includ- 
ing the United States, sounding them as to 
their attitude on the proposed seizure of 
San Mun Bay and on the partition of China 
in general. The President is said to have 
replied deprecating Italy’s act and an- 
nouncing that the United States would take 
no part in the dismemberment of China un- 
less American commercial interests were 
seen to be imperiled. , 

_ This is undoubtedly the right attitude tp 
take for the present. The United States 
‘js not seeking territory on the Asiatic conti- 
nent, and it has no desire to be mixed up 
in the wrangles and wars that are likely 
to attend the settlement of the Hastern 
question in its new phase. The American 
people will insist on keeping their valuable 
trade in China, but, until this is definitely 
tampered with, the policy of the United 
States will be passive. Lord Beresford 
says it will then be too late to do any- 
thing, and Englishmen in general are urging 
that we combine now with Great Britain 
and Japan to forbid the further partition of 
the collapsed *Empire of China. But the 
President has decided that there is time 
enough to act after we have a grievance, 
and has merely confined himself to showing 
a passive disapproval of the dismember- 
ment idea. This is the wisest course to pur- 
sue under the circumstances. 


trade already running high into the millions, 
and with the certainty that China is the 
greatest new field of trade now opening up 
to the world, we cannot possibly be indiffer- 
ent to the course of events in China. Our 
interests, like England’s, lie on the side of 
Chinese integrity and against Chinese dis- 
memberment. Yet there is now taking place 
before our eyes a momentous movement for 
the breaking of China into fragments and 
the consequent barring out of American 
products from the greater part of the conti- 
nent, if not from all of it. Italy’s forcible 
seizure of a Chinese port is but one more 
step in that direction. Five great powers 
now have a hold on Chinese territory, and 
one alone is for the ** open door.” : 

One effect of Italy’s action will be to 
make the various powers show their hands 
and reveal their sympathies in this matter. 
The latest news contradicts the incredible 
report that England is backing Italy, and 
this makes the situation much more com- 
prehensible. Italy is undoubtedly supported 
by Russia, France, and Germany. If this 
is so, then the triple alliance has joined 
the dual alliance, and all continental Europe 
stands opposed to Great Britain. The two 
uncertain factors that remain are the 
United States and Japan. The sympathies 
of both are undoubtedly with the British, 
but the time has not yet come to make 

is anything more than a passive sympathy. 
These seven powers now have the fate of 
China in their hands, and it is evident that 


almost completed. As lon United 
States holds off it is evident that Great 
Britain will be overmatched, which means 
that the dismemberment of China will go 
on as rapidly as it has in the last,five or 
six years. As long as there remains some 
portion of the old empire to grab there 
will probably be no war, but when all the 
territory is seized, and when Great Britain 
and Russia stand face to face in Asia with 
nothing between them except the great wall 
or an imaginary line, or when the last Chi- 
nese province remains to be snatched, the 
possibilities of a great war will be strong in- 
deed. 

America must look upon this contest with 
intense interest, and it is by no means cer- 
tain that we shall not have to take a part 
in it, but for the present our policy must be 
one of passive sympathy with the English 
side. Great Britain is eager to drag us 
into the fray, for it sorely needs an ally, but 
while the British and American interests in 
China are similar they are also vastly differ- 
ent in extent and urgency. The British 
have their Indian empire and their Chinese 
concessions as well as their Chinese trade 
to defend, while we have only our commerce 
to be concerned about. This must and will 
be defended, but until it is touched by 
hostile hands we will remain passive, trust- 
ing in our power to assert our rights if we 
find they need defending.

Senator 
Hale in reporting for the conference said 
that the ships authorized would not be con- 
tracted for before December, and intimated 
that it did not make much difference what 
this Congress did in the matter, 80 long as 
it allowed $400 a ton for the vessels now 
under construction, and so did not stop work 
on them. It will be seen that the limita- 
tion is largely a piece of buncombe. 

It is not entirely that, however, for some 
men are trying to force the government to 
build an armor plant of its own. That isa 
scheme which appeals to the hearts of the 
corporation tail twisters. The steel com- 
panies are making a profit on their work. 
Therefore the government ought to under- 
take the business itself. Perhaps the manu- 
facturers do charge too high a price for 
armor plate. Maybe they ought to be 
willing to make it for $300 a ton, but there 
seems to be no prospect that they will do so. 
The real question for the government is not 
whether they are making a fair or an un- 
reasonably large profit, but whether it can 
make or buy its armor plate to the greatest 
advantage. It is of no benefit to the people 
to avoid paying the steel manufacturer ex- 
orbitant profits if it costs the navy more to 
make its own armor plate than it would 
have had to pay to the manufacturer. The 
object of the people isto get the best armor 
plate at the lowest rate, and if the manu- 
facturer can make it cheaper than they can 
he may rejoice and they need not be angry. 
Senator Hale believes that before long 
Congress will be forced to have its own ar- 
mor plant. It certainly will be if it will not 
pay what contractors ask for armor. When 
England pays her armor-plate makers in 
the neighborhood of $500 a ton and Russia 
pays the same rate to the contractors who 
do work for us at $400, ther® is little pros- 
pect that anybody will give us armor plate 
at $300 a ton. 

The scheme for a government plant is not 
a new one. It was thoroughly investigated. 
by a commission when the agitation for 
lower rates began in Congress, and the re- 
sult was not encouraging. It is hardly to 
be expected that a plant would be any sav- 
ing. Government plants are rarely money- 
making concerns. But there may be other 


| than economic reasons for the establish- 


ment of an armor plant. Our officers have 
to learn the processes and inspect private 
work. They ought to be competent to con- 
duct the manufacture. A public manufac- 
tory would give them valuable experience, 


and even if it did not begin to make all the 


armor required it would, besides training in- 
spectors of other plants, offer to the navy a 
ready instrument for all the small repairs 
needed for our vessels. We build ships in 
the navy yards rather to keep them effi- 
cient than to secure.better or cheaper work 
than private contractors can give. It may 
be wise for the government to have some lim- 
ited facilities for turning out ev thing 
needed for the navy. But that is a matter 
of policy rather than economy. If we wish 
to adopt it we should do so frankly, and not 
discredit our plan with childish higgling for 
impossible prices.—N. Y. Tribune.

Big Mortars for Defense. . 


heavy breech-loading mortar relied upog 
by the army for inner-line harbor defenge 
is one of the most terrible implements of 
war that has been devised. The high-pow. 
ered rifle is mounted in the coast defengeg 
with an effective range of eight to ten miles, 
and is calculated to open fire upon a blockad. 
ing fleet the moment it comes within reach, . 
The mortar battery is concealed well away- 
from the big guns, where it canot be reached 
except accidentally by the fire of the enemy, 
nor is this battery intended to be broughe 
into play until the rifles in the main fortifica. 
tions have been completely or partially 
silenced by the enemy. The mortars have gq’

WEST TOWN BOARD HIRES TWO MEN 
AS. GUIDES. 


Stand in Front of Old Offices and In- 
form Callers They Have Been Moved 
~Taxpayers Rise Up in Indignation, 
bat the Salaries of the Fellows Are 


Workers, 


Two salaries of $130 a month for the ardu- 
ous labor of standing on the sidewalk for 
six hours and doing nothing is what the 
West Town board voted yesterday to two 
political ** workers’ on recommendation of 
Chief Clerk Peters. Through Justice of the 
Peace Chott, the chairman of the board, it 
came oul yesterday that two men, known 
around Madison and Morgan streets as “ Big 
Mike ’’ and “ Little Mike,’ were on the pay- 
roll drawing $5 a day each for standing on 
the sidewalk in front of the John C. Spry 
Building, where the West Town offices for- 
merly were, and notifying taxpayers that 


done between two days last fall. 

Chief Clerk O'Brien refused to give out 
the names of the two men, and there was no 
way of finding them out otherwise, as both 
were on the pay rolis as deputies. But the 
mimbers of the West Town board did not 
show any inclination to investigate or hold 
back the pay, and their salaries were ordéred 
paid along with the other deputies. 

The West Town board suddenly moved out 
of the Spry Building at 2 a. m. on Oct. 1, 


}] Ostensibly to save the taxpayers $75 a 


month rent. After the new  cffices 
were opened up in the Haymarket 
Pheater Building, besides putting a 


notice on the door of the old quarters, two 
men were hired to stand on the sidewalk and 
notify people of the new location. Why one 
man could not do the work nobody tried to 
explain when the matter came up before 
the West Town board yesterday. 

The taxpayers in the neighborhood of the 
Spry Building are so indignant at the waste 
of money that during the cold weather they 
refused to allow the men to stand in their 
places of business, 

One of these men is a burly Irishman, who 
used to swing one of the city bridges, until 
he went the way of political appointees not 
on the civil service list. The other is a Jew, 
and an election judge somewhere in the 

Ghetto. Taxpayers in the neighborhood are 

unable to make up their minds whether the 
men work alternate weeks, or how their 
office hours are adjusted. The two men 
make it a point never to be seen together, 
but both have been frank enough to say 
they were getting $5 a day each from the 
West Town funds. : 

Justice Donaghue, when the matter was 
brought before the board yesterday through 
a latter from John C. Spry, declared that 
it was worth $5 a day to amy man to stand 
on the sidewalk during the cold weather. 
Justice Chott said that the men were hired 
because Mr. Spry refused to let them hang 
a ecard on the door notifying people the of- 
fices had been moved. There has been a 
notice on the door of the old offices to that 
effect since the offices were moved, but Jus- 
tice Chott expressed ignorance of it. John 
C. Spry said he considered the West Town 
board was still a tenant of his, and that he 
never had attempted to interfere with any 
notices put up. 3 

The West Town board has a lawsuit on 
its hands, in which Mr. Spry is suing for 
the amount of a five-years’ contract, al- 
leged to have been made with the board, for 
the use of his building for West Town of- 
fices. According to the claim of Mr. Spdy 
the board agreed to pay him $250 a month 
for five years, and he expended $2,000 in 
fitting up the offices. After the board had 
moved into the Spry Building the Haymar- 
ket Theater owners offered the offices for 
$175 a month, and the board moved out of 
the Spry Building at 2 a. m. to save the cost. 
Mr. Spry sued, and the board is paying $260 
a month to have people directed to the Hay- 
market Theater Building.

BODY THAT OF LOUIS LE BAHN. 


Identity of the Drowned Man Found on 
_ Sunday Established by His Father 
-—-Lost Last October. 


afternoon half buried in the sand on the 
lake shore, at the foot of Tuohy avenue, 
Rogers Park, was identified yesterday aftcr- 
noon at -Roth’s undertaking establishment 
as that of Louis La Bahn, the son of J. F.

The identification was made by the father of 
the young man from the clothes and the out- 
lines of the body. 

Louis La Bahn, who was 23 years old, left 
his home in Evanston on Oct. 23 with Will- 
iam Schaefer on a duck hunting trip.

g _. Narrates the Story of the Soldiers of 
thé Fifth Army Corps in Cuba in a 
Calm and Dispassionate Style That | 
Carries the Weight of an Authori- 

‘tative Utteranee—Takes Issue with 
Richard Harding Davis on Shafter’s 
Merits. 


TEPHEN BONSAL’S volume on “ The 
Fight for Santiago,” issued by the 
Doubleday & McClure company, is 
the most dispassionate and authori- 
tative account of the work of the 
Fifth Army Corps in Cuba that has yet ap- 
peared. Mr. Bonsal accompaniei the sol- 
diers through all their trials and achieve- 
ments from Tampa to the surrender of 
‘Toral, and he has written a book that must 
be’ reckoned with by the future historian. 
He sets out to relate only what he sew 
with his own eyes—to tell what happened, 
and not what might have happened or ought 
to have happened. He does not quite suc- 
4g ceed in holding himself down to these limi- 
‘ tations, for he does some sharp criticising 
at times, but his uniform fairness gives his 
eriticisms double weight. | 
' The first thing one notes is Mr. Bonsal's 
refusal to join in the general hue and cry 
@gainst General Shafter. No one could 
charge him with having made a hero out of 
Bhafter, but he does credit him with good 
common sense at every turn, which is more 
than Richard Harding Davis and some 
others have done. In the first place, he 
@nalyzes the deplorabie confusion at Tam- 
pa, and the critics who blame Shafter for 
it are reminded that at this time, and for 
many days before the army sailed, General 
Miles was in command, and Genera! Shafter | 
could. have been relieved from his com- 
mand in twenty-four hours if he had not 
jhonmoted every suggestion made by his su- 
\perior. |

The author was attached to General Law- 
ton’s division, and his account of the fight at 
El Caney and San Juan is the most circum- 
stantial and authoritative yet published. He 
vividly describes. the massing of the men 
under the galling fire of the Spaniards at 
the “‘ bloody bend,’ and traces the causes 
that forced the brilliant charge up San Juan 
Hill. without any orders from Shafter. There 
has been some doubt as to whether anybody 
gave the order for that charge, but Mr. 
Bonsal describes minutely the  circum- 
stances under which Colonel Miley of Gen- 
€rai Shafter’s staff gave the order on his 
own responsibility, and with the explicit 
concurrence of Generals Hawkins and Kent. 
As s00n as the brigade entered the jungle at 
the foot of the hill General Hawkins gave to 
Sehroeder, his bugier, the order, “ Forward, 
march! Guide center!"" and that was the 
oniy order given, the other buglers taking 
up the cry from Schroeder. 

When the night closed in and nearly 2,000 
men lay dead or wounded on the firing line 
the richest government in the world had only 
three ambulances there to carry its wound- 
ed sons to the dressing stations. Mr. Bonsal 
does not fix the blame for this, but he says 
ne man who looked upon those scenes of 
needless suffering will ever forget the sight 
or cease to hope “that the fullest investi- 
gation may yet be made, and that when the 
responsibility for those barbarous scenes is 
Placed beyond the peradventure of a doubt 
thé punishment may me meted out with an 
unsparing hand.” 

Upon one other point Mr. Bonsal throws 
Such valuable light that it must be men- 
tioned here. It will be remembercd that on 
the eve of Santiago's surrender General 
Shafter was said to have been on the point 
of retreating from his exposed position. Mr. 
Bonsal brings-evidence to show that Shafter 
aid not propose this idea of retreat; in fact, 
he overruled it at the meeting called to dis- 
cuss the matter. From a memorandum 

: written by one of the officers present at that 
mysterious council of war it appears that 
j General after, in deference to the many

Generals. Lawton spoke and voted against

q edly accept Mr. Bonsal's book quite fully, 
aud its flowing style and frequen: sparkle 
commend it to the general reader as well. 
The book is not only material for the future 
‘historian, it is history itself within the 

liaits to which it confines its scope. 


h Temperance Among the Greeks. 
BY The Greeks were porhaps the most tem- 
 perate of the ancient nations.

The Emperor, it may be remembered, now 
maintains two independent and distinct 
courts and households, the one at Vienna, 
the other at Buda-Pesth, the court at the 
latter place being of recent origin. 

The Grand Master of the court of Vienna 
is Prince Rudolph Liechtenstein, who suc- 
ceeded Prince Constantine Hohenlohe, and 
now it is Baron Banffy who has become the 
Grand Master of the court of Buda-Pesth. 

This. gives him not only the pas of all the 
members of the Hungarian nobility, but like- 
wise the right of deciding who among them 
are to be admitted to court and who barred, 
as well as to determine the invitations to be 
sent for court functions and to act as arbiter 
in all questions of precedence among the 
In fact, there is no end to the priv- 
fleges and prerogatives of the office of Grand 
Master of the court. 

In order to realize the sensation created 
by this appointment on the part of the Em- 
peror it must be borne in mind that both 
the Baron and his wife are of relatively hum- 
ble birth and are not Catholics, but rigid 
Calvinists. 

Banffy worked his way up from the Jowest 
grades of the official hierarchy to the post- 
tion of provincial Governor, from which he 
was transferred to a seat in the Cabinet, 
eventually becoming Premier. His title of 
Baron was conferred upon him by the Em- 
peror and is, therefore, of quite modern ori- 
gin. 

His wife was a village school teacher, 
whose acquaintance he made while provin- 
cial Governor. 

The Baron is not unknown in the United 
States, having spent a couple of years trav- 
eling in this country in the latter part of the 
'60s after completing his education at the 
Universities of Berlin and Leipsic. 


From the moment he was appointed Pre- 
mier Banffy became obnoxious to all the 
great nobility of Hungary, which is Catholic 
to a man, not only by reason of his member- 
ship of the Calvinist Church, but likewise 
because he was responsible for forcing civil 
registration bills, civil marriage bills, and 
the repeal of certain civil disabilities of 
members of the Jewish faith through both }. 
Houses of the Legislature in defiance of the 
aristocracy and of the Catholic clergy, who 
fought all these reforms tooth and nail. 

With the object of making him feel the 
full weight of their displeasure the nobles 
subjected his wife, the Baroness, who is a 
charming and talented woman, to so severe 
a boycott that she was virtually compelled 
to withdraw from most of the entertain- 
ments and state functions in honor of the 
Hungarian millennium, a couple of years 
ago, on the pretext of ill health. 

This boycott received the countenance of 
even several members of the imperial fam- 
ily, who were conspicuous in their coldness 
to the Baroness. notably the widowed Arch- 
duchess Marie Theresa. The Emperor, how- 
ever, took special pains to be courteous and 
attentive to Mme. de Banffy and lost no oc- 
casion of giving public manifestations of the 
extent to which he valued the services of her 
husband. 

The latter has been obliged to withdraw 
from the Premiership: not because of min- 
isterial defeat, for he retained to the last 
a large legislative majority,’ but solely on 
account of the personal hatred and animos- 
itv of the nobles towards him. 

Constituting the minority in the two cham- 
bers, they declared that they would con- 
tinue obstructionist tactics so as to render 
all legislation impossible as long as he re- 
mained at the head of the Cabinet, but that 
if he were to be removed and some one else 
appointed Premier of the same Cabinet they 
would abandon these tactics.

BARON TELLS HIS STORY. 


TESTIFIES THAT HE KILLED M’DON- 
ALD IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


Von Biedenfeld Takes the Stand in 
Judge Gary’s Court—Declares Con- 
stable Whispered “Now I've Got 
You,” and Put His Hand to His Hip— 
Saw Gleam of Opponent’s Revolver, 
Then Fired—To Be Cross-Examined 
Today—Other Witnesses Heard. 


Baron von Biedenfeld went on the witness 
Stand yesterday in his own behalf and told 
how he killed Constable Charles McDonald 
in Redpath’s saloon on the evening of Nov. 
22 iast. His recital was dramatic. 
witnesses had told the story of the tragedy 
in the saloon, but none related it with such 
Sraphic description or with such thrilling 


il, 
_ “I shot him in defense of my own life,” 
the broad-shouldered nobleman. 
The revolver with which McDonald was 
shot was purchased for that particular pur- 
, the Baron admitted. Another witness 
d said that the revolver McDonald carried 
in his pocket when he was killed was bought 
for the purpose of taking a shot ata Dutch 


Von Biedenfeld said he never had threat- 
ened McDonald, and that he had tried to 
lacate him; that he had avoided meeting 
m; that he saw the gleam of a revolver 
handle in McDonald's pocket‘ when they met 
He feared for his life, 
said, and slipped his own revolver into his 
nt pocket, and when McDonald reached 
for his gun he fired. 


Why He Shot Three Times. 


™T fired the first time because J saw him 
reach for his hip pocket, where I knew he 
earried his pistol,’’ said the Baron. 
the second time because his hand was on 
his hip. When he put his right hand to his 
stomach I did not fire, because I had no right 
to shoot then. I fired the third shot some 
time later because McDonald was behind 
& man, and I thought he would use the man 
for a breastwork, and I wanted to get the 
That shot I fired only to scare 
the man away.”’ 
A dozen witnesses were heard yesterday 
before the prisoner was, called to testify. 
With the exception of Thomas W. Blatch- 
ford, the coal dealer, who was recalled to be 
‘cross-examined further concerning what he 
had said of the shooting, the witnesses were 
called to tell of McDonald's character. 
greater number of these witnesses were 
from the red light districts of South Clark 
street and Armour avenue. 
Donald bore the reputation of being a.dan- 
The testimony of several of 
them was struck out of the records because 
it did not tend to show general reputation. 
Frank G. Corbus, a Central Station detect- 
ive, was another witness whose testimony 
was thrown out, and for the same reason. 
William C. Spain, also a Centra! Station de- 
tective, shocked the defense by testifying 
McDonald’s reputation was good. 


: Baron Called to the Stand. 

Tt was nearly 8 o'clock in the afternoon 
when Attorney Forrest, 
defense, called out in a loud voice, ** Curt 
von Biedenfeld.” Immediately the prisoner 
eprang to his feet like a soldier obeying a 
command. He faced the clerk, and held his 
wright hand high itn the air to be sworn. On 
one of the seats at the railing was the Bar- 
oness von Biedenfeld. She was not pres- 
ent at the morning session, but had come 
to the courtroom to hear her husband be- 
come a witness to save his life.

Then he 
went to Burope, and on returning he said 
he filed with the German Am 
Washington such documents as would es- 
tablish his identity in case of need.

The first statement he made with relation 
to the testimony adduced against him was 
to deny that Witness Provines had ever 
called at his place of business.

Provines had said the Baron had 
threats against McDonald in the Sara- 
toga Hotel only four days before the shoot- 
The Baron said he did not meet Pro- 
vines on that day and that he never made 
euch a threat. 

“The last time I met Provines,’’ sald Von 
“was two months before the 
unfortunate affair of Nov. 22. I never did 
make a threat against McDonald or Berry. 
Detective Berry is my friend." 

Start of the Fatal Feud. 

To demonstrate his friendship for Berry 
he said he had borrowed $800 from him. His 
relations with McDonald were then taken 
up. It was when McDonald was superin- 
tendent of the Berry detective agency that 
the Baron went to his office and offered to 
congratulate him on his acquittal of com- 
plicity in the killing of Frank White. 

“He refused to take my hand,” 
Baron, “and after cursing me ordered me 
out of his office, saying if I did not go he 
He said he'd blow my 
head off. I went to the door, and then I 
Woked him in the eye and said: McDonald. 
you take terrible chances trying to blow my 
head off." He said he'd get me yet, no mat- 
ter how big-.a coat I wore.” 

Witness said he knew McDonald always 
“He had told me he 
often shot from his hip,” said the Baron: 
™ and sometimes he carried the gun in his 
sleeve and shot through the sieeve, and 
sometimes he carried his gun under his vest 
and fired from there,” and the witness ex- 
citedly Mlustrated these positions.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


The Executive committee of the Chi Under- 
writtrs’ association declined yesterday for the sec- 
ond time to call a special meeting of the association 
to consider the request of Mr. Yerkes for a reduc- 
tion in the rate\on the North Chicago Street rail- 
way line. The vote stood six to two against the 
meeting, whereas last FYiday the vote was six to 
five. It is not believed now any opening remains 
for the agents who are trying to get the rate down 
to 75 cents. 

The next quarterly meeting of the association 
does not occur until April, and whether the line 
can be held covered by binders until that time is 
considered doubtful, in view of the ty 
regarding the rate, 

if, at that time, the association should act In 
the line of the Executive committee and refuse to 
grant the reduction, the North Chicago company 
would then have nothing to do but pay the tariff 
rate for the time the line was carried. The line 
amounts to approximately $1,200,000. The West 
Chicago line and the Chicago City line, both of 
which will expire this spring, amount approxi- 
mately to $1,800,000 and $1,500,000 respectively.

The Ohio Underwriter says regarding the Michi-

the general State average. It is stated the general 
plan is to charge a policy fee on all premiums of 
less than $6, and to get the agents together so as 
to work in harmony as much as possible. It is he- 
lieved the public will hereafter have to pay for the 
many permits and privileges they have had hereto- 
fore free from the companies.” 

John B. Castleman of the Royal Insurance com- 
pany, in a letter to Secretary Watkins of the Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee Board of Fire Underwriters, 
suerests a mode of retaliation in the shape of in- 
creasing rates in proportion as the courts in any 
locality mulct the companies of that Iocality. For
